Otis Again Declares Surrender Must | 


Be Complete. 


A SECOND CONFERENCE IS HELD. 


The Filipino Envoys Return to Gen. 
Luna and Will Counsel Submis- 
sion— Further Proposals 
Looked For. 


Manila, May 1.—Gen. Luna’s envoys, 
after another unsuccessful interview 
with Gen. Otis, returned to the Fili- 
pino lines understanding fully the only 
terms upon which the natives can end 
their war. While the conference re- 
sulted only in making plain the fact 
that the United States authorities will 
consider no proposition except an un- 
conditional surrender it is believed that 
the native officers have learned enough 
of the American army’s intentions to 


| counsel submission by their followers. 


It is confidently expected that the 
end of the war is at hand. The native 


officers undoubtedly will return with 


fresh proposals, looking to a recogni- 
tion of American sovereignty over the 
islands. 

Uprising Against Aguinaldo. 

The fact that Aguinaldo’s government 
has a minor insurrection on its hands 
is likely to prove an additional argu- 
ment in favor of surrender. The Maca- 
bebes, old-time foes of the Tagals, are 
menacing the native forces at the north, 
practically holding all loyal to Agui- 
naldo between two fires. San Isidro, 
the new Filipino capital, is threatened 
by these hostile natives, so that the in- 
surrectionists cannot lòng escape 
crushing defeat by the one side or the 
other. 

War Plans Continued, 

While it is the general expectation 
among Americans that the Filipino 
emissaries will return with revised pro- 
posals from Gen. Antonio Luna, Maj. 


Gen, Otis is not letting this prospect in- | 


terfere with his preparations for push- 
ing the war. Saturday he ordered Maj. 
Gen. Lawton to return to Angat, a few 
miles northwest of Nor zagaray, and not 
to advance aggressively while the ne- 
gotiations are pending. Gen. MacAr- 
thur is apparently acting on the same 
policy, but he is repairing bridges and 
strengthening the lines of his force, 
which is stretched out with a four-mile 


front and within a quarter of a mile of 


the enemy. 
Pleased at Peace Prospects. 
The possibilities of peace are gratify- 


ing to a great majority of the army, 


who have regarded the war as an un- 
pleasant duty that must be performed 
according to American traditions. Ma- 
nila is cheerful over the prospect of a re- 
turn to normal life, though there are 
skeptics who remark that a truce would 
enable the insurgents to rest until the 
rainy season, upon which they have 
been depending as an important aid. 

The prisoners report that there are 
75,000 refugees north of San Fernando. 
This is not impossible, considering the 
thickly populated region which the 
Americans have cleared. It seems also 
that smallpox is spreading among them. 

The so-called Filipino congress will 
meet at San Fernando to-day. 

No Avenue of Escape. 

When Dean C. Worcester, of the 
United States Philippines commission, 
whoaccompanied theFilipino emissaries 
from Calumpit, said to Col. Manuel 
Arguelles that the Americans were un- 
der no obligations to refrain from fight- 
ing, the Filipino officer replied: 

“Would you fight while we were dis- 
cussing terms of peace?” 

Mr. Worcester responded with the 
suggestion that an armistice would give 
the Filipino leaders time to escape. 

“My God, where would we escape to?” 


the Filipino exclaimed, referring in this — 


to the menacing hostile tribes behind 
the Filipino lines. 
Arguelles Disappointed. 

Col. Arguelles told a correspond- 
ent that he was much disappointed in 
the results of his mission. He said also 
that Aguinaldo expected Calumpit to 
be the cemetery of the American army. 
Gen. Wheaton entertained Col. Ar- 
guelles and Lieut. Bernal and provided 
them with horses to return to their 
camp. =

Union Miners Blow Up a Mill with 
Dynamite — Property - Worth. 
$250,000 Destroyed — One 
Man Killed. 


Boise, Idaho, May 1.—The trouble be- 
tween union and nonunion miners at 
Wardner, which has been brewing 


i i ; ' there some. time, culminated Saturda 
years at this season, doing some dam- . : M 


in 600 men attacking the Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan mine and mill, blowing up 
the mill with dynamite, and killing one 
man and wounding many others. 
Property worth $250,000 was destroyed. ' 
The damage was done by union miners 
and sympathizers from Canyon creek, 
about 26 miles from Wardner. 

Saturday morning a mob of from 800 
to 1,000 men, all of them armed and 
many of them masked, seized a train 
at Burke, the head of Canyon creek. 
There were nine box cars and a pas- 
senger coach and they were black with 
the mob. The visitors brought with 
them 3,000 pounds of giant powder. 
After a parley of two hours 140 masked 
men armed with rifies, Burke miners 
in the lead and Wardner following, 
started with yells for the Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan mill and other buildings 
a third of a mile from the depot. 

They sent out pickets ahead and one 
of the pickets fired a shot as a signal 
that the mill was abandoned. This was 
misunderstood by the main body of the 
mob, who imagined that nonunion 
miners in the hills had opened fire} 
on them and they began to fire pea! 
their own pickets. About 1,000 shots. 
were thus exchanged between the riot- 
ers and their pickets, and Jack Smith, ` 
one of the pickets, formerly of British 
Columbia, and a noted figure in drill 
contests, was shot dead. The fatal er- 
ror was discovered after a few sec-. 
onds’ firing, and Smith’s body brought 
down from the hillside. 

Mill Is Blown Up. 

®y this time the strikers had taken 
possession of the Bunker Hill and Sul- 
livan mill, which they found deserted, | 
the manager having directed his eels 
ployes not to risk their lives by bat- 
tling with the mob. Powder was called 
for and 60 50-pound boxes were carried 
from the depot to the mill. The heaviest 
charge was placed under the brick of- | 
fice building. Other charges were, 
placed around the mill. Then the 
boarding-house, a frame structure, was ' 
Burned. 

Fuses leading to the charges were’ 
lighted and the strikers, carrying the 
dead wody of the picket, retired to a 
safe distance. At 2:36 p. m. the first 
blast went off. It shook the ground for 
miles, and buildings in Wardner, two 
miles away, trembled. At intervals of 
about 60 seconds four other charges 


| went off, the fifth being the largest, 


and completely demolished the mine. 
The loss to the Bunker Hill and nine 
van company is estimated at from $250,- | 
000 to $300,000. In a few minutes the 
strikers went back to the station, the 
whistle was blown for stragglers, the. 
mob climbed aboard, and at three 
o’clock, just three hours after its ar- 
rival, the train hauled out for Canyon | 
Creek. 
Ask for Troops, 

State officials who were wired por; 
ticulars held a council, Congressman ; 
Wilson being called in, as to what course 
to take. Gov. Steuenenberg, who is 
ill at the hospital, came to the state- | 
house, and all agreed that stringent | 
measures must be taken to protect life 
and property. There being no state 
militia of any consequence, President 
Mckinley was called on by state offi- 
cials to send troops at once into Coeur 
d’Alenes, and those near Spokane will 
be sent at once.

| Officers undoubtedly will return with’ 


fresh proposals, looking to a recogni- 

tion of American sovereignty over the 

islands. . 
Uprising Against Aguinaldo. 

The fact that Aguinaldo’s government 
has a minor insurrection on its hands 
is likely to prove an additional argu- 
ment in favor of surrender. The Maca- 
bebes, old-time foes of the Tagals, are 
menacing the native forces at the north, 
practically holding all loyal to Agui- 
naldo between two fires. San Isidro, 
the new Filipino capital, is threatened 
by these hostile natives, so that the in- 
surrectionists cannot lòng escape 
crushing defeat by the one side or the 
other. | 

War Plans Continued, 

While it is the general expectation 
among Americans that the Filipino 
emissaries will return with revised pro- 
posals from Gen. Antonio Luna, Ma j. 
Gen. Otis is not letting this prospect in- 
terfere with his preparations for push- 
ing the war. Saturday he ordered Maj. 
Gen. Lawton to return to Angat, a few 
miles northwest of Norzagaray, and not 
to advance aggressively while the ne- 
gotiations are pending. Gen. MacAr- 
thur is apparently acting on the same 
policy, but he is repairing bridges and 
strengthening the lines of his force, 
which is stretched out with a four-mile 


front and within a quarter of a mile of 


the enemy. 
Pleased at Peace Prospeets. 

The possibilities of peace are gratify- 
ing to a great majority of the army, 
who have regarded the war as an un- 
pleasant duty that must be performed 
according to American traditions. Ma- 
nila is cheerful over the prospect of a re- 
turn to normal life, though there are 
skeptics who remark that a truce would 
enable the insurgents to rest until the 
rainy season, upon which they have 
been depending as an important aid. 

The prisoners report that there are 
75,000 refugees north of San Fernando. 
This is not impossible, considering the 
thickly populated region which the 
Americans have cleared. It seems also 


| that smallpox is spreading among them. 


The so-called Filipino congress will 

meet at San Fernando to-day, 
No Avenue of Escape. 

When Dean C. Worcester, of the 
United States Philippines commission, 
who accompanied theFilipino emissaries 
from Calumpit, said to Col. Manuel 
Arguelles that the Americans were un- 
der no obligations to refrain from fight- 
ing, the Filipino officer replied: 

“Would you fight while we were dis- 
cussing terms of peace?” 

Mr. Worcester responded with the 
suggestion that an armistice would give 
the Filipino leaders time to escape. 

“My God, where would we escape to?” 
the Filipino exclaimed, referring in this 
to the menacing hostile tribes behind 
the Filipino lines. 

; Arguelles Disappointed. 

Col. Arguelles told a correspond- 
ent that he was :much disappointed in 
the results of his mission. He said also 
that Aguinaldo expected Calumpit to 
be the cemetery of the American army. 
Gen. Wheaton entertained Col. Ar- 
guelles and Lieut. Bernal and provided 
them with horses to return to their 
camp. : 
Admit Defeat. 

Manila, May 1. — The conference 
Saturday between Gen. Otis and Col. 
Manuel Argueleses and Lieut. Jose 
Bornal, who came from Gen. Luna un- 
der a flag of truce Friday to ask for a 


-cessation of hostilities, was fruitless. 


It is understood that the Filipino com- 
missioners were given the terms upon 
which the Americans will consent to 
negotiate. The Filipinos admit that 
they have been defeated, and it is ex- 
pected that they will return with fresh 
proposals from Gen. Luna. 
Report of Gen. Otis. 

Washington, May 1. — Gen. Otis 
cabled the war department that the con- 
ference with the Filipinos terminated 
Saturday morning. He says that they 
wanted three weeks in which to allow 
their congress to decide whether hostil- 
ities should cease. The proposition was 
declined. The representatives retired 
to the insurgent lines. Gen. Otis says 
the insurgents are tired of fighting and 
are no doubt seeking the best terms. 
In another cable Gen. Otis expresses 
thanks to the president for his appre- 
ciation of the work of the army in the 
Philippines. 

It is stated at the war department 
that the insurgent leaders probably will 
confer and seek another conference 
with Gen. Otis, and that the genera! will 
no doubt grant general amnesty.

Kansas City, Mo., May 1.—One of the 
worst sandstorms in years prevailed 
in central and western Kansas Sunday.

At Newton, where the veloc- 
ity of the wind reached 60 miles an 
hour, the sun was obscured by vast 
clouds of dust, trees were broken and 
small buildings overturned. At Ellin- 
wood hundreds of window panes were 
broken, the skylights in the Hotel Wolf 
were blown off and most everything 
loose was carried away. ‘The wind 
came from the west and blew at.a ter- 
rific rate all day. | 
Northville, Mich., May 1.—During a 
heavy electrical storm early Sunday 
lightning struck the Globe Furniture 
company’s plant, and the four-story 
factory building was completely de- 
stroyed. The American bell foundry 
and electric light plant which adjoined 
were also completely destroyed. The 
total loss is about $50,000, with insur- 
ance of about $26,000. The Globe com- 
pany recently sold to the American 
school and church furniture syndicate 
for $80,000. 

Hastings, Mich., May 1.—The Tyden 
oar seat factory was struck by light- 
ning and burned to the ground early 
Sunday. Loss, $40,000; partly covered 
by insurance. The firm will rebuild 
as soon as possible. 


AT DENVER IN 1902. 


International Sunday School Union 
Decides Upon the Western City as 
Next Convention Location. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 1. — The interna- 
tional Sunday school convention Sat- 
urday decided to hold their next meet- 
ing at Denver in 1902. 

Sunday school work in the new pos- 
sessions of the United States was dis- 
cussed at the morning session. Let- 
ters from T: C. Ikehara, Japan, and Rev. 
Richard Burges, of India, on “Our Co- 
Workers in Other Lands,” and on the 
“Work of the Foreign Sunday School 
Association of the United States,” by 
Rev. H. C. Woodruff, of New York, were 
read. 

Hon. John Wanamaker, of Phila- 
delphia, was elected chairman of the 
executive committee of the internation- 
al organization, and B. F. Jacobs, of 
Chicago, was chosen world’s commis- 
sioner to visit Sunday schools in all 
lands where the Bible is used. 


Part of Dam Gives Way. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 1.—A por- 
tion of the retaining wall at the west 
side of St. Anthony’s falls, 150 feet in 
length, was carried away Sunday morn- 
ing, causing damage of several thou- 
sand dollars, and for a time depriving 
the flour mills on that side of the river 
from the use of water power. But the 
mills are prepared for such an emer- 
gency, and can run with steam. ‘The 
entire dam is 540 feet long, 18 feet deep 
and from 12 to 15 feet thick. It was 
built five years ago, and has been con- 
sidered exceptionally strong, but it is 
supposed that it was weakened by the 
heavy ice that formed during the win- 
ter; :

Dean c. Worcester, in his capacity asi 
a special commission of the United 
States, is accused of kad faith by the 
Philippine junta in London. Following 
is the dispatich: 

LONDON, April 29.—Members of the 
Filipino junta here today made the 
statement that the peace negotiations 
between. the United States authorities 
at Manila and Gen. Luna were unofficial 
in character. Gen. Luna, the junta as- 
serts, does not. represent Alguinaldio’s 
government,

that secret negotiations between Dean 
C. Worcester; 0f the. United “States 
Philippine commission, and a represen- 
tative of Aguinaldo have been in pro- 
gress since before the attack on Malo- 
los. The following ‘conditions, it is al-

of Malolos: 

“The Americans to issue a So aay 
tion granting the Philippines self-gov- 
ernment and political, civil and reli- 
gious rights similar to those enjoyed by

PAPER WHICH WILL 
CAUSE GREAT DISCUSSION, 


Read at Congregational church busi- 
ness men’s class Sunday, April 30, 1899: 
THE BIBLE IN THE PUBLIC 

SCHOOL. 

One of the proudest achiévements: of 
the founders of the republican form of 
government in the United States of 
America was the complete and abso-. 
lute separation of church and state and 
the establishment of a purely secular 
nation. 

In the colonies, and especially in Vir- 
ginian, the need of a secular state had 
been impressed upon the people by bit- 
ter experience. 

In the 17th century the general as- 
sembly of that commonwealth imposed 
a fine of a quantity of tobacco, to be di- 
videde between the colony and the in- 
former, upon any man ‘who neglected 
to cause his children to be baptised. 
They passed an act disabling for civil 
office any person who should be writing, 
printing, teaching or Speaking, deny the 
being of the Holy Trinity, adding to this 
punishment, fer a second offense, three 
years’ imprisonment without bail. And 


other similar latws were in force in the 
colonies. 


‘ed for Schools,” consisting of 
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minister of the gospel or teacher of re- 
ligion. 

In 1787, however, prior to the adoption 
of the constitution, the continental con- 
gress had passed an ordinance for the 
government of the territory of which 
Michigan is a part, and in that act an 
expression iwas used which has given 
rise to a considerable conflict of public 
and private oplinion, ‘has furnished a 
sulbstructure for arguments of learned 
men in relation to the use of the bible 
in the public school, an'd now occupies 
a conspicuous place upon the pros ceni- 
um of the auditorium of the University, 
not under whose shadoiw but in whose 
illuminating light we have the good for- 
tune to live. 

If, then, I were to take a text for this 
paper it ‘would be in the opening sen- 
tence of Article 3 of the Ordinance of 
1787 for the government of the North- 
west ‘Territory: 

“Religion, morality and knowledge þe- 
ing necessary to good government and 
the happiness of ‘mankind, schools and 
the means of education shall forever be 
encouraged.’’ 

It has been claimed by men of dis- 
tinction, and no doubt believed ‘by 
many, that this provision of the ordi- 
nance of 1787 imposed a duty upon the 
States organized out of the territory 
northwest of the Ohiio river to teach re- 
ligion in the publice schools. It was 
said by some that religion, morality and 
knowledge being necessary to good gov- 
ernment and the happiness of mankind, 
schools and the means of education 
must be made use of to teach religion, 
morality and knowledge, while others 
said that the extent of the meaning of 
the language is that if schools and the 
means of education are forever encour- 
aged, religion, morality and knowledge 
will inevitably follow, claiming that the 
first construction violates the idea of a 
purely secular state which is manifestly 
the spirit of the Federal Union. 

in the constitution of Ohio the sub- 
Stance of the itext was incorporated, 
without, however, any settlement of the 
dispute as to the meaning of the words 
used. For some years it was undoubt- 
edly considered by those in authority 
that the bible was an essential part of 
the school curriculum, for it was com- 
monly read in the opening exercises of 
the schools in that state until- 1870. 

In that year the board of education of 
the city of Cincinnati passed resoiutions 
forbidding further. reading from _ the 


bible, and immediately a storm arose. 


upon the political horizon. 

A petition was filed in court by cer- 
tain citizens of the municipality praying 
for a ‘decree commanding the school 
board to rescind its action and restore 
the bible to its former use in the schools, 
and the case was rested upon the 
ground above alluded to, that the law 
quoted above did really lay upon the 
government a positive duty to teach 
religion in schools. 

In the lower court a majority of the 
judges held that the relief should be 
granted and ithe bible reading should 
be resumed ‘in the publie schools. 

The case was taken to ‘the supreme 
court, however, by the board of educa- 
tion, where it was argued upon both 
sides by counsel emiinenit in their pro- 
fession and of more than local reputa- 
tion. 

Stanley Mathews, afterwards attor- 
ney-general and one of the justices of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
appeared for the board of education: 


and although he protested that he was a 


firm believer in the divine inspiration 
and infallibility of the bible, he con- 
tended against the use of the book in 
the schools; and! the supreme court 
unanimously held, in aceordance with 
his contention, that the board had the 
right to exclude the bible, and the reso- 
lutions were accordingly sustained. 
(23 Oh. St. 211.) 

The question was presented to the 
Supreme court of Wisconsin in 1890, in 
the case of the State upon relation of 
Weiss against the Edgerton school 
board. (76 Wis. 177.) 

In that case it appeared that the King 
James version of the bible was one of 
the regularly adopted text books and 
was read at the opening exarcises of the 
various public schools. Certain citizens 
of the city of Edgerton complained of 
the practice as being in violation of the 
constitution of Wisconsin, that the 
schools should not be made use of for 
Sectarian instruction, and petitioned 


| the counts for a mandamus to prevent 


it. It was claimed by the learned 
counsel for the school board that the 
Ohristian religion had been embodied 
in the fundamental laws of the Ameri- 
can colonies, and that by virtue of the 
Ordinance of 1787 it became a part of 
the fundamental law of the state of 
Wisconsin, 

The decision of the court was unani- 
mous against the claim of the board 


and a peremptory writ was ordered as. 


prayed in the petition. 

: In disposing of the case the court 
used the folowing language: “The read- 
ing of any version of the Holy Bible in 
the common schools as a text book 
without restriction, although not accom- 
panied by any comment by the instruc- 
tor, is sectarian instruction within the 
meaning of Section 3 of Article 10 of the 
‘Wisconsin constitution, and is thereby 
prohibited; nor is the prohibition re- 
moved by the fact that any child may 
withdraw from such school during tthe 
reading.” 

In Michigan, notwithstanding the 
plain provision of our fundamental law 
that the legislature shall not compel 
any person to pay tithes, taxes or other 
rates for the support of any minister of 
the gospel or teacher of religion, the 
bible is quite generally used in the 
morning exercises in the publie schools, 
especially in the rural districts. 

Muttering of opposition were heard 
from time to time until, in 1896, a com- 
mittee of clergymen, working under the 


‘auspices of the Chicago Woman's Edu- 


cational Union, prepared a little book 
called ‘‘Readings from the Bible Select- 
a large 
number of scripture quotations ar- 
ranged in groups; and the school. board 
of the city of Detroit adopted it for the 
schools of that city.

Read at Congregational church busi- 
ness men’s class Sunday, April 30, 1899: 
THE BIBLH IN THE PUBLIC 

SCHOOL. 

One of the proudest achiéVements of 
the founders of the republican form of 
government in the United States of 


America was the complete and abso- 


lute separation of church and state and 
the establishment of a purely secular 
nation. 

In the colonies, and especially in Vir- 
ginian, the need of a secular state had 
been impressed upcn the people by bit- 
ter experience. 


In the 17th century the general as- 


sembly of that commonwealth imposed 
a fine of a quantity of tobacco, to be di- 
videde between the colony and the in- 
former, upon any man ‘who neglected 
to cause his children to be baptised. 
They passed an aict disabling for civil 
office any person who should be writing, 
printing, teaching or speaking, deny the 


being of the Holy Trinity, adding to this 


punishment, fer a second offense, three 
years’ imprisor'ment without bail. And 
other similar laws were in force in the 
‘colonies. 

These rigorous and ridiculous regula- 
tions of divine worship, together with 
the religious persecutions and contro- 
versies then going on in Elurope, . un- 
doubtedly account, in part at least, for 
provisions which appear in the constitu- 
tion of the union, and in the constitution 
of many of the states, respecting’ re- 
ligion, . 

The first article of the Amendments 
to the Federal Constitution provides 
that congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of- religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof. 

By the constitution of Michigan 
adopted in 1850, it is provided that the 
legislature shall pass no law to prevent 
any person from worshipping Almighty 
God according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, or compel any person to at- 
tend, erect or support any place of re- 
ligious worship, or to pay tithes, taxes 
or other rates for the support of any

uteceans OF education are forever encour- 
aged, religion, morality and knowledge 
will inevitably follow, claiming that the 
first construction violates the idea of a 
purely secular state which is maniifesily 
the spirit of the Federal Union. 

In the constitution of Ohio the sub- 
stance of the ttext was incorporated, 
without, however, any settlement of the 
dispute as to the meaning of the words 
used. For some years it was undoulbt- 
edly considered by those in authority 
that the bible was an essential part of 
the school curriculum, for it was com- 
monly read in the opening exercises of 


the schools in that state until- 1870. 


In that year the board of education of 
the city of Cincinnati passed resviutions 
forbidding further reading from the 


bible, and immediately a storm arose. 


upon the political horizon. 

A petition .was filed in court by cer- 
tain citizens of the munilcilpality praying 
for a decree commanding the school 
board to rescind its action and restore 
the bible to its former use in the schools, 
and the case was rested upon the 
ground above alluded to, that the law 
quoted above did really lay upon the 
government a positive duty to teach 
religion in schools. 

In the lower court a majority of the 
judges held that the relief should be 


granted and ithe bible reading should Y” 


be resumed ‘in the publice schools. 

Tihe case was taken to the supreme 

court, however, by the board of edùca- 
tion, where it was argued upon both 
sides by counsel emiinenit in their pro- 
fession and of more than local reputa- 
tion. ; 
Stanley Mathews, afterwards attor- 
ney-general and one of the justices of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
appeared for the board of education; 
and although he protested that he was a 
firm believer in the divine inspiration 
and infallibility of the bible, he. con- 
tended against the use of the book in 
the schools; and the supreme court 
unanimously held, in aceordance with 
his contention, that the board had the 
right to exclude the bible, and the reso- 
lutions were accordingly sustained. 
(23 Oh. St. 211.) 

The question was presented to the 
Supreme court of Wisconsin in 1890, in 
the case of the State upon relation of 
Weiss against the Edgerton school 
board. (76 Wis. 177.) 

In that case it appeared thiat the King 
James version of the bible was one of 
the regularly adopted text books and 
was read at the opening exarcises of the 
various public schools. Certain citizens 
of the city of Edgerton complained of 
the practice as being in violation of the 
constitution of Wisconsin, that the 
Schools should not be made use of for 
sectarian instruction, and petitioned 


| the courts for a mandamus to prevent 


it. It was claimed by the learned 
counsel for the school board that the 
Ohristian religion had been embodied 
in the fundamental laws of the Ameri- 
can colonies, and that by virtue of the 
Ordinance of 1787 it became a part of 
the fundamental law of the state of 
Wisconsin, 

The decision of the court was unani- 

mous against the claim of the board 
and a peremptory writ was ordered as 
prayed in the petition. 
: In disposing of the case the court 
used the following language: “The read- 
ing of any version of the Holy Bible in 
the common schools as a text book 
without restriction, although not accom- 
panied by any comment by the instruc- 
tor, is sectarian instruction within the 
meaning of Section 3 of Article 10 of the 
‘Wisconsin constitution, and is thereby 
prohibited; nor is the prohibition re- 
moved by the fact that any child may 
withdraw from such school during tthe 
reading.” 

In Michigan, notwithstanding the 
plain provision of our fundamental law 
that the legislature shall not compel 
any person to pay tithes, taxes or other 
rates for the support of any minister of 
the gospel or teacher of religion, the 
bible is quite generally used in the 
morning exercises in the pubblic schools, 
especially in the rural districts. 

Muttering of opposition were heard 
from time to time until, in 1896, a com- 
mittee of clergymen, working under the 


“auspices of the Chicago Woman's Edu- 


cational Union, prepared a little book 
called ‘‘Readings from the Bible Select- 
a large 
number of scripture quotations ar- 
ranged in groups; and the school. board 
of the city of Detroit adopted it for the 
schools of that city.

YPSILANTI OPERA HOUSE, 


As the opera house season of "98-’99 
has practically closed, there being but 
a single attraction to come with the re- 
maining months of spring and summer, 
it seems not out of place to review brief- 
ly the reception which has been accord- 
ed local theatre goers during the past 
winter. Ypsilanti, as she herself 
knows, is what theatrical people term 
a “poor show town,” that is, the “stand- 
ing room only” sign is very seldom seen 
within her theatre doors. Notiwith- 
standing this fact, however, it is safe to 
say that in no other Michigan city of 
the same or even twice ker popalation 
has a ‘better class of plays been put 
upon the boards than in this same Ypsi- 
lanti. A glance at the season’s list of 
bookings «willl clearly prove this. What 
city of 6,000 population could consistent- 
ly ask for a list of theatrical attractions 
superior to the Scalchi Opera company, 
El Capitan Opera, 1492, My Friend from 
India, Pudd’nheaid ‘Wilson, What Hap- 
pened to Jones, The Evil Eye, Hoyt’s A 
Stranger in New York, which were per- 


haps the most noticeable of last sea- 


son’s productions, 

At the beginning of the season Man- 
agers Quirk and Gallup announced that 
it was their intention to run but a single 
one-stand performance in one week, and 
they have rigidly held to their deter- 
mination, although in consequence they 
have lost the opportunity of bringing to 
Ypsilanti several excellent companies. 


A town of ‘the caliber and theatrical in-' 


stincts of Ypsilanti, possessing as she 
does such excellent opportunities for 
attending other attractions, cloys of a 
too frequent diet of opera house, The 
average Y'psilantian, attending as he 
does entertainments and musicales from 
the Normal, wishes no more than one 
play a ‘week, and it must be a good one 
at that. This policy on the part of the 
managers has clearly demonstrated to 
their satisfaction its financial efficacy, 
and thas likewise proved acceptable to 
the public. 

A word should ‘be spoken of the excel- 
lent judgment which has been shown in 
the bookings. The fact has been appre- 
ciated that theatre goers have widely 


differing tastes, and a policy has been 


carried out of summing up in the sea- 
son’s attractions representatives of each 
branch of dramatic art: thus it is that 
Ypsilanti has listened to grand and 
light opera, witnessed tragedy, the sim- 
ple country drama, the war drama, 
comedy and the mechanical trick de- 
vice. With hardly any exception the 
comipanies which have put on this var- 
ied list have been of ability and well 
known in their profession. 

Many improvements have been made 
in the house itself, especially behind 


the scenes, and a large numiber of sim- 


ple but artistic stage settings and prop- 
erties have been accumulated. 

‘Comlpanies have with hardly an ex- 
ception remarked upon the efficiént ser- 
vice given behind the scenes; upon the 
discipline and skill shown iby the small 
army, unseen by the audience, but 
whose well or ill doing contribute so 
largely to the successful production of a 
play. The present stage manager. has 
strong ideas as to the necessary so- 
briety and faithfulness of his workmen, 
and the enforcement of these principles 
has borne excellent fruit. | 

The success.of the past season, it 
should not be forgotten, ig primarily 
due to the earnest efforts put forth by 
Managers Quirk and Gallup. 
gentlemen have shown a Conscientious- 
ness in regard to the fulfillment of their 
duties and a willingness to devote time 
and money in promoting the success of 
the house, which should receive the alp- 
preciation of the public. 

The season is over, it is true, but al- 
ready it is necessary ‘to plan for the fu- 
ture. A number of companies have 
been communicated with, and several 
strong plays have been booked for next 
fall and winter. With a year’s experi- 
ence behind them and the tangible re- 
sults of their labors, there is no reason 
why the season of ’99 'to ’00 should not 
be even more successful than its prede-
